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Sentence tackle 
to 2 years in jail

Rodney Lackie, 19;; Great Lakes sailor who . 
pled guilty in Lake County Circuit Court to 
two charges of reckless homicide, was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison in the Illinois 
Dept. of Corrections, by Judge William 
Block, on Thursday, July l£ - 

His bond revoked, Lackie is in Lake County 
Jail until he can be remanded to a prison in 
the state system. 

The prosecuting attorney, Asst. States At- 
ty. Michael Duffy, who had asked for the 
maximum sentence of three years in prison 
for Lackie, said, "We are really pleased that 
he received a substantial prison term." 

The sentencing hearing took an hour and 
one half, with a psychotherapist, Judith 
-Turnbull, brought in by Lackie's lawyer, 
telling the court that Lackie was in need of 
intensive treatment. He has been seeing her 
since February. = 



Lackie jiled guilty to causing the death of. 
Ann Brierly, Glencoe, and Lilach Shazar; 
Wilmette, when his vehicle ran the stop light 
at the intersection N)f/ 'Ktfes. 83 and 173, 
striking the car the girls'were passengers in. 
The accident happened over a year ago. 

Lackie had been charged and admitted to 
injesting alcohol and. drugs just before the 
accident. 

Antioch Police Chief Charles Miller, who 
was present at the sentencing because his 
department had done extensive investigation 
on the case, 1 said, "I really .thought he would 
get'probation even though his previous .traf- 
fic; drinking and drug violations were 
■documented." 

Miller added that he thought the intensive 
coverage on Lackie's case arid others by the 
media was largely responsible for the sen- 
tence, adding that he thought it would cause 
stricter law enforcement in future similar 
cases.
